This company is one of the chief 
holding and financing companies 
of the Swedish match tryst, headed 
by Ivar Kreuger. The stock was 
sold in large volume today, ac- 
counting for a substantial portion 
of the day's transactions in the 
stock exchange. It closed at $5 a 
share, off 37 cents, and 25 cents 
above the year’s low. 
Kreuger visited the United States 
recently, and was understood to 
have had several conferences with 
bankers. : 
He was the head and guiding 
genius of the Swedish match trust, 
which operates more than 200 sub- 
sidiaries in most countries of the 
globe, and manufactures about 
three-fourths of all the matches 
used in the world. 

The chief company of the Swed- 
ish match group in the United 
States has been the International 
Match Co., which, while incorpo- 
rated in the United States, has be- 
come one of the chief holding com- 
paniesof the group, operating sub- 
Sidiaries in various parts of the 
world. Its chief activity in the

A yellow shepherd dog, which

The dog's plight was first noted 
about 7:30 a. m. yesterday by Mrs 
George Warren, who lives on Hall's 
Ferry road near the Missouri Riv- 
er.

Stevens says he fired 
six shots at Menken from an auto- 
mobile, which was driven by an- 
other man. 

The other attempted killing oc- 
curred on the night of last Sept. 
25, when David Klegman and Har- 
ry Lander, employes of a handbook 
establishment in the Title Guaranty 
Building, were fired on at the en- 
trance to the American Hotel, The 
intended victims dodged behind a 
parked automobile, escaping injury. 
Stevens relates, police say, that 
Tommy Hayes, notorious gunman, 
was one of four men in the ma- 
chine from which the shots were 
fired, 

The 22-year-old gangster admits 
that he placed a bomb in front of 
the Title Guaranty Building hand- 
book shop, which was damaged 
last Aug. 27, and concludes his 
statement by naming two former 
associates, who, he says, tossed a 
bomb into the new Mart Building 
recently after “Gullie’ Owen and 
Beverly Brown, bondsmen, moéved 
their racing service business into 
that building.

‘from a general levy on manufacturers’ sales. The 
committee asserts that this tax would impose a negli-

further increases in the levies.on incomes and estates 
which are paid largely by the rich. 

The committee has computed that a $2000 income 
would pay only $14.75 if the tax were entirely shifted 
to the consumer. This amount it characterizes as 
“negligible.” By the same process, however, it can 
be shown that a $5000 income would pay $60. When 
we add to this a $20 increase in income taxes, we 
find.that the $5000 man will pay $100. Under the 
new law, instead of the $20 or less which he pays to- 
day, his taxes will be increased by 400 per cent. The 
million-dollar incomé, by comparison, will suffer, in 
sales and income taxes, an increase of but 80 per 
cent. If this is not regressive taxation, we do not. 
know what the word means. :

The sales tax, moreover, will seriously impede the 
revival of business. It will check consumer purchas- 
ing power at a moment when business sorely neede 
a revival of consumer demand. Some concerns will 
be able to shift it. Others will not. Producers of 
trademarked products with definite resale prices will 
have to absorb the tax. So will those who pfoduce 
goods which sell for small amounts. The rate of the 
tax is but 2% per cent. But the price of a 6-cent ar- 
ticle, if it is raised at all, will be advanced to 6 
cents, which would be an increase of 20 per cent in 
the price which the consumer pays. In such cases 
the producer will either collect an increased profit or 
‘bear the tax himself. If manufacturers raise their 
prices and wholesalers or retailers do not, the tax 
will become, not a manufacturers’ tax, but a distrib 
utors’ tax. Where the goods handled have a slow 
turnover and a wide profit margin, the tax will be 
light. Where turnover is rapid and the profit mar- 
gin narrow, the tax will be ruinously heavy. The 
levy, therefore, will inevitably discriminate unfairly 
among different businesses. Surely, it is the height 
of folly, in the present emergency, to embarrass 
American business in this way. 7 
The committee’s protests do not convince us that a 
sales tax is necessary. The committee asserts that 
it has gone as far as it can in taxing incomes and 
estates. But the leading American authority on tax- 
ation, Dr. E. R. A. Seligman of Columbia University, 
has estimated that we could raise an,extra $650,000,- 
000 from thé taxation of estates. The committee’s 
bill would take only $75,000,000 from this:source. The 
coalition program has boosted income taxes by only 
$110,000,000. Its surtax rates are no higher than 
those originally proposed by the Treasury. How 
much could we collect by carrying on progression in 
rates to a top bracket of $10,000,000 and making 
it 75 per cent, as proposed by the League for Inde- 
pendent Political Action? Or by re-establishing the 
schedule of rates imposed during the war? On this 
point both the committee and the Treasury have 
maintained a discreet silence. We have only their 
bare assertion that the top bracket cannot be car- 
ried beyond $100,000; that the rate in this bracket 


—_ 


tainly the Treasury will not pretend that higher sur- 
tax rates will not give us a higher tax yield. Mr. 
Mellon wore out that argument years ago. 
In our opinion, Congress can justify itself in im- 
posing the sales tax only by convincing the people 
that it is not shielding the few at the expense of 
the many. It cannot do tbis by merely asserting 
that the surtax carried beyond 40 per cent would not 
yield returns. Since it is spreading the income tax 
at the bottom to include hundreds of thousands of 
people who never before paid an income tax, it must, 
to be consistent, spread it at the top. It is a prin- 
ciple that is involved, and not a question of what 
the return would be. 
The sales tax is a poor man’s tax. Ninety per cent 
of all the manufactured products in this country are 
purchased by persons with incomes of less than $5000. 
These people spend the bulk of their incomes in con- 
sumption. The tax will place upon them a burden 
50 times as heavy as that which it imposes upon the 
rich. And this is the measure which the Committee 
on Ways and Means describes as “equitable.” 
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A MERE PALLIATIVE. 

One of the consequences of putting the Federal Gov- 
ernment into the police business on a wholesale scale 
is that uhe Federal courts are hopelessly congested. 
It is to relieve that congestion that the Senate passed 
Senator Bratton’s bill providing for waiver of grand 
jury indictment in criminal] cases, and permitting an 
accused person to go to trial on the mere filing of 
an information. Mr. Hoover, in his special message 
on judicial procedure, made this measure one of the 
key points in his program for speeding up admin- 
istration of justice. 

Approximately 95 per cent of the criminal cases 
before Federal courts relate to violation of the Vol- 
stead Act and the Harrison Anti-Narcotic Act,.two 
experiments to control the habits of the American 
people which stand revealed as failures. As long as 
these laws are on the books, the real cure for Fed- 
eral court congestion cannot be applied and the Gov- 
ernment is reduced to the application of mere palli- ’ 
atives. In the meantime, the Federal courts, once 
dignified tribunals, have been reduced to the level 
of local police courts.

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POLISH CRUELTY IN EASTERN GALICIA. 
Woodrow Wilson’s great ideal of autonomy for the 
Polish nation bas been besmirched by the Poleg 
themselves. History marks the partition of Poland 
as one of the crimes of the ages, and friends of lib 
erty. and self-government everywhere were thrilled 
when, as a result of the war, an independent Polish 
state was set up. But the conduct of the new Po 
land has been dismayingly bad, particularly toward 
-the minorities within its confines. We have hereto 
fore referred to the treatment of German minorities 
and the vain protests that have been made to the 
League of Nations. Now come reports from Eastern 


Ukrainian political prisoners. 

During the peace conference, Western Galicia was 
assigned to Poland, but Eastern Galicia was granted 
the right of self-determination. In view of the fact 
that the Poles had captured Lemberg and were in 
possession of the Province, an occupation whose con- 
tinuance was authorized by the Supreme Council, the 
grant was practically meaningless. Later, Hastern 
Galicia was granted autonomy under a Polish pro 
tectorate for 25 years, its final destiny to be decided 
by the League of Nations. Poland, however, strength- 
ened its position in Hastern Galicia, arrogantly treat- 
ing it as an integral part of Poland, and it was recog- 
nized as such, by the Council of Ambassadors in 
1923. i | 
As a protest against Polish domination, the U. W. 
O. (Ukrainian military organization) has been active, 
bringing forth repressive measures summarized as 
follows by a special cornespondent of the Manchester 
Guardian: closing down of co-operatives and schools, 
dismissal of teachers, wrecking of careers, denial of 
political rights, savage senterices passed upon inno 
cent people, continual bullying and intimidation. Ex- 
cruciating physical tortures are being practiced upon 
supposed U. W. O. members which would do credit 
to medieval barbarity. 
Eastern Galicia is symptomatic of the unrest in 
various parts of Europe as result of the so-called 
settlement of the war. The peace treaties are a Pan- 
dora’s box and, unless they are reopened, as Sena- 
tor Borah has suggested, there can be no lasting 
tranquillity in Europe.

CCORDING to reports of the Federal 
A reserve Board, the years 1931-32 saw 

3635 United States banks suspend opera- 
tions, with a net loss to depositors of $2,- 
404,000,000. In the light of these disastrous 
consequences, United States readers may be 
interested in the operations of Canadian 
banks during the same years. The Canadian 
banking story, summed up’ briefly, is this: 

Not a single Canadian bank has closed 
its doors since the beginning of the de- 
pression. 

Since confederation, a period of 65 years, 
there have been but 26 Canadian bank fail- 
ures, with a total loss to depositors of less 
than $13,500,000. 

Since 1900 there have been but nine 
failures, five of these being small banks 
carrying deposits of less than $1,000,000; in 
five of the nine failures depositors did not 
lose a dollar. 

During the present depression, not a 
single Canadian bank has even reduced the 
rate of its dividend; all of them, without 
exception, have. added to their reserves. 

What is the explanation? How comes it 
that while United States banks have been 
failing by the thousand, and United States 
depositors losing up’ to billions, the people 
of Canada, living under similar economic 
conditions, have continued to enjoy banking 
safety? 


Two main answers are given by Canadian 
banking experts. The first is that the uni- 
fied system of Canadian national banks. as 
opposed to the dual United States system 
under a divided Federal and state control, 
makes for greater strength. The second is 
that the Canadian branch banking system 
is superior to the small unit bank system in 
force in the United States. ; 

Owen D. Young sald a few weeks ago that 
if all American banks could be brought un- 
der Federal control their difficulties would 
soon disappear. Canada has held tenacious- 
ly to tnis view, and the Dominion Parlia- 
ment and Government exercise the strictest 
control ever the Dominion’s 10 national 
banks. No new bank may be started with- 
out Federal legislation, and the regulation 
of banking, the incorporation of banks and 
the issue of paper money fall exclusively 
within the legislative authority of the Fed- 
eral Parliament. The entire responsibility 
for the Canadian banking structure, there- 
fore, rests squarely upon the Government 
of the day—which is directly responsible 
to the public. 

Canadian banks, established under the 
bank act, are called “chartered banks” and 
are authorized to open branches and agen- 
cies; to deal in coin and bullion; to deal in, 
to discount and to lend money on the se-

a whole, and to keep their resources liquid 
by preventing these from being locked up in 
immovable property. 

The Canadian banking system is a most 
flexible one. The banks have perfect con- 
trol of the credit situation by reason of the 
fact that there are but 10 chartered banks 
in the Dominion, which banks have over 4000 
branches located in all portions of the Do- 
minion and Newfoundland. Thus the bank- 
ing and credit system is under the supervi- 
sion of a few large, powerful, well-managed 
institutions headed by trained bankers. 

Canadian banks are able to extend a line 
of credit to borrowers much larger than 
would be considered safe under any other 
system of banking. The secret lies in the 
fact that a borrower cannot seek credit in- 


discriminately. 
. s * 


A Canadian bank may make loans to 
farmers for the purchase of seed grain, 
with the loans secured upon the resultant 
crops. Under operation of the law, the bank 
becomes practically the owner of the duly 
pledged goods of such borrowers. The bor- 
rower rétains the right to buy and sell, but 
-in case of necessity the bank may take im- 
mediate possession of the pledged goods. 

As a consequence, a large part of the 
commercial paper taken by the banks from 
borrowers is secured by what is practically 
title to the goods on farms, and in ware- 
houses, factories and other places. These 
goods are actually the first security to the 
loan, while the general credit of the bor- 
rower supplements such security. 

Under the bank act, Canadian banks are 
permitted to issue currency of their own 
up to-the amount of their paid-up capital, 
plus their deposits in the central reserves 
of the Dominion (deposits to be in Domin- 
jon currency or in gold). Above that, they 
are required to put into the reserve dollar 
for dollar in gold. 

In order to guarantee against loss to 
holders of this currency, the banks founded 
a voluntary circulation redemption fund in 
1890. They each contribute in gold, or the 
equivalent, a sum equal to 6 per cent of 
their total currency circulation, this sum 
being available to meet any losses that may 


occur in the event of a bank failure.

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WAGNERIAN BARITONE 
SINGS WITH SYMPHONY 


Friedrich Schorr at Odeon Con- 
- tributes to One of Best 
Concerts of Season. 


-By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 

HE masterly singing of Fried- 
T rich Schorr and the ingratiating 

plasticity of the St. Louis or- 
chestra in the G Major Symphony 
of Haydn and the “Mother Goose”’ 
suite of Ravel made _ yesterday’s 
concert at the Odeon one of the 
hetter ones of the season. Mr. 
Schorr sang the “Wahn Wahn” 
monologue from “Die Meister- 
singer’’ and Wotan’s Farewell—in 
a concert version—from “Die 
Walkure.” As an encore he gave 
the “Song of the Evening Star,” 
from “Tannhauser.” 

Mr. Schorr’s voice has a reso- 
nance, depht and mobility that one 
does not encounter in the mine run 
of Wagnerian  baritones, for the 
reason perhaps that his method of 
production partakes more of the 
Italian: bel canto than of the ejacu- 
latory methods that sprang up aft- 
er the great Richard had died and 
could no longer impress his will on 
the production of his music. But 
Wagner’s music was always intend- 
ed to be sung—a fact that is plain- 
ly evident in the vocal line even if 
Wagner’s own wishes had not been 
known. And Mr. Schorr sings it 
with a great display of vocal re- 
source and an impressive under- 
stand: z of the dramatic values of 
the text. 


His impression on the audience ) 


was somewhat marred by his use 
ofascript. If Mr. Schorr can sing 
all the way through “Die Meister- 
singer” by memory why shoufd he 
need the notes for a concert per- 
formance lasting a few minutes? 

The Haydn G. Major symphony, 
generally known as No. 13, was 
performed with the same sensitive 
consideration for line and detail 
which was abundantly in evidence 
when Mr. Golchmann directed the 
Mozart G Minor. All the tenderness 
and gayety of the beautiful score 
were disclosed with an ease and 
an assurance which reflected not 
only an authoritative approach. on 
Mr. Golschmann’s part but a com- 
plete rapport between conductor 
and orchestra. The Ravel suite 
also found the orchestra playing 
with a fine quality of tone, with 
great coherence and at the same 
time with all the descriptive de- 
tail which fills this text, plainly 
and accurately in evidence. 

Mr. Golschmann’s choice of tem- 
pi in both these numbers was ir- 
reproachable. Unfortunately the 
orchestra was not quite up to the 
speed of the last movement of the 
Haydn symphony and some of the 
details in the configuration of the 
music was lost. The Ravel suite 
was also above reproach save for 
the “Beauty and the Beast” epi- 
sode which lost some of its effect- 
iveness through the timidity of the 
contra bassoon, 

The program also contained a 
Prelude by Arambarri, a Spanish 
composer from the Basque country 
and Siegfried’s Funeral Music from

President Hoover is highly pleased 
with the success so far of the na- 
tional anti-hoarding campaign, but 
he wants it kept up until every 
community in the country ha: been 
enlisted in the drive. 

Explaining his view of the cam- 
paign he ‘has likened to war, the 
President later yesterday told news- 
paper men that while 2395 com- 
munities have deen organized by 
the national unit under Col. Frank 
Knox, Chicago publisher, the work 
is “only beginning.” 

He reported no total of the 
money returned to banks and 
credit channels, but said the drive 
already had proved its . orth. The 
positive resylts obtained, he said, 
were evidencéd by increased bank 
deposits and the purchase of the 
Government’s special “‘baby bonds. 

Text of Statement. 

The iresident’s sta’ement said: 

“The campaign of the. Citizens’ 
Reconstruction organization under 
the chairmanship of Col. Frank 
Knox has nov. been extended by 
the organization of 2395 communi- 
ties. 

“Additional communities are be- 
ing organized each d:. under the 
leadership of eminent men and 
women. The pre’s of the country 
has patriotically contributed literal- 
ly mi*‘ons of dollars in advertising 
and reading space.
